Russia on Atom 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 
(U.R) — A promineni acien- 
list, predicting that Rua- 
.sia can start atom bomb 
production in about three 
ycara, told congreaa today 
that over-zea!oua army se- 
curity relations tipped the 
Sovieta last Juno to our 
secret manufacture of 
atomic weapons. 

Dr Irving Langmuir, associate 
diteclor of ruearch for General 
Electric 9., said last mlouto can- 
cellation ol pa,^3porl3 of a ETOup 
ot American and British physi- 
cists headed tor asclentltic Kulh- 
erlng In Moscow "resulted in 
giving to the Russians tlio very 
Information which the army most 
wished lo keep from them." 

Ho sold the Russian embassy 
here "of course" knew thn.t the 
American physicists had not been 
pcrmltlcd to attend and that 
cancellation ol the British pass- 
ports was given wide publlclly In 
the BrllLih xiroi- 

"Any EcnjlWe Russian scientist 
knowlno of these facts would 
havo believed that we were de- 
veloping an atomic bomb and 
wero keeping 11 secret from the 
Russians," he said. 

Once Ru.\sla starts maklns 
atomic bombs, a distinct possi- 
bility in about three ycara, aho 
may very likely bo ablo to turn 
Uicm out faster than Iho United 
Stales because of her [remcndous 
resources, Langmuir told LUo sen- 
ate's special committee on Btomio
